EUROPE.

EASTERN STATES. 
Cleveland, Ohio, Jan. 9. — A Her- 
ald's Norwalk special say.s : A .jhook- 
ing accident happened at Havana, 10 
miles from here.

THE GRAND RESULT. 



At tlie spccitioil time yesterdiiy morn- 
ing all tho polling bootli.i were oponeil— 
that for M.iyor at tin,' Council Chamlier, 
where throe tables were spread for tho 
accommodation of vniors — to tho right 
from A to H, centre II to M, and on tho 
loft, from M to Z. Polling for Yatos 
Street Ward was at the Police Court-room 
Bastion street ; for Joluison Street Ward, 
in a small room at tho west end of tho 
City Hiill ; .md for J.mies Bay iit the 
Union Hook and Ladder House, Govern 
mont street. Tlie votjng arrangements re- 
flected great credit on Mr. Pull, returning 
oflicer. 

As soon as tho jioll boolis were opened 
ft steady stream of voters set in, keeping 
the clerks fairly busy up to 1 {).in. Prom 

■ that hour to tho close at -t p. in., tho 
clerks had a busy time of it. The polling 
wa.s generally characterized by quietude 
and good feeling ; a little cliall' now and 
again among tho candidate.'! and their re- 
spective supporters enlivening tho .scene. 
TJie opposition candidate for tho mayor- 
alty seemed to have the most organiza- 
tion. .His friends all worked with a will; 
aud.nuiherous vehioloa wore running. If 
Mri Tumor's adherents were equally busy 
they were not so demonstrative. The 
dead walls, fences and polling places call- 
ed upon tho electors to "Vote lor Boyd 

■ nnil kill tho Union CluL." 

At 1:15 p in. the number of votes poll- 
ed stood thu.s : For Mayor, 230. For 
Councillors, in Yates Street Ward, li;{ ; 
Johnson Street Ward, 118; James Bay 
Ward, 117. 

During tho afternoon several ladies 
polled votes at tho difl'erenl booths. Some 
of the fair se.x made their way on foot; 
but they generally canio in couples and 
in carriages. Towards the close of tlie 
poll tho interest culniinated at the City 
Hall, whore an excited crowd jostled and 
pushed and hustled belated electors to 
the polling tables. A t 4 o'clock precisely 

- the poU-booka were closed, and tho clerks 
and .Returning OfBcerat once connnenccd 
oounfing ballots. The crowd dispersed 
to a great extent; hut only for a few min- 
utes. Word soon got abroad that Tur- 
ner waa counting two votes to Boyd's 
pno, a statement which, shortly after 5 
o'clock, ■ proved to bo. correct. At that

All hour later tho 0;^nu'ca ft>r Yatos 
street ward were issued as follows: 
Mansell, 132; W^igglesworth, 110; Yigo- 
lins, 91; Walker, 87 and Humber 8G. The 
throo first named wore elected. 

Johnson street ward ballot box was 
next , unsealed. Hero the election of 
Shakospenro and Kinsman was a fore- 
gone conclusion, Gary being nowhere 
from the comincncoment of the contest. 
Thio figures for this ward are Shakespeare 
101; Kinsman 150, and Carey 80. 

In James Bay ward tho running was 
neck aid neck for some time in the 
count. Tlicn Smith and McLean drew 
ahead and kept it till all the ballots were 
counted. At the close the DguroH stood 
thus Smith K't8; MoUan 124, and Wil- 
soniaOi. ■ 

About 20 ballots in all m'cvo spoiled 
which wero about ciiually divided among 
the wards, 

There were a largo number of plumpers 
mostly in .Tanioii Bay and Johnson street 
wards. In the latter Kinsman got 30, 
Shakespeare 22, and Carey 0. In tho 
former ward Wilson got 25.

After Mr. Returning Oflicer Bull had 
read tlio oflicial number of votps for the 
fi(3veval candidates, tho Mayor elect, Mr. 
Turner, said that he hoped the elector.s 
would not e.xpect a speech. Ho thanked 
tho electors heartily for placing him again 
in tho Civic chair. He would dohis best 
and would preside in all fairness' at the 
meetings of tho Council. Ho did not be- 
lieve in a " third term," and certainly 
would notoccupy such a positionagain. Ho 
regretted vory much that - his opponent 
had gone to such an exponso, and all to 
1)0 jmrpoac. He was pleased with the 
proceodiiiiJH of the day— all had been so 
quiet and orderly. After again thanking 
""tlie electors Jlr. Turner retired amid loud 
cheering, 

Mr. B'lyd said, that . although defeated 
-he did notlayrlE^'KiK^^^^^^^ Ho was 

willing tq.iubniit.'io'tlio' will of the people. 
'Ho heartily " thanked' the, friends 



that had I'oted for him; but he 
was sorry to find that in this city 
there were so many liars. (Cheers and 
laughter). Only for that ho would havo 
been returned as Mayor. Tho electors 
wjished to keep up the siutus of the Coun- 
cil, and the electors must.' 8uQer> the con- 
fieq'iences. On retiring .jie. wtui saluted 
with three cheers. ■ , ' 

Councillor Mansell on rising to' address 
tho electors was greeted with cheers. He 
remarked that with reference to tho 
"third term" r^'uch had been said; but 
he thought a majority looked upon it with 
favor. Ho had not solicited a vote and 
yot for the fourth time ho had boon plac- 
ed at the head of the poll for Yatos Street 
Ward, andj had received a lanjor support 
this year than ever before. 'Ho would try 
todo his duty in an humble, honest and 
straightforward manner. Semntimes ho 
found himself in tho so-culled ring and 
sometimes out of it. 

An elector wanted to know it Mr. Man- 
sell would support a rearrangement of 
scats in the different wards.,. -, . . 

Coun.'Marisoll rcplidd that such a ques- 
tion had been undor consideration in tho 
council. It had been proposed to givo 
each ward three councillors; but it re- 
quired an act of tho legislature to effect 
such a change. 

Coun. Wrigloswortli thanked tho elec- 
tors for giving bim a seat iii the council, 
and promised that ho would -endeavor to 
do his duty. He hoped to have their 
oonfidenco at tho'olose- of 'tho "mtinicipal 
year. 

Coun. Vigeliussaitl that this was thosoc- 
ond time hehadhad tho pleasure of return 
ingtluinksforhisolection. He woulddoliis 
best to work in harmony with the balance 
of the council and would givo overj' ques- 
tion his most serious consideration. Tax- 
ation, ho thought, ought to bo lowered 
and tho water rate reduced to §1 per 
month for eaoh family. ..,''§itBO was; alto- 
gether too nuich (A voice — Make it four 
bits. Laughter). 

Coun. Shakespeare felt prouiier tliau 
ever before at being elected for Johnson 
strout ward. This w.is Iiis fourth term; 
and lie now had the largost vote that had 
over been cast for a councillor. Tliis, ho 
thought, would bo tho last term that ho 
would servo (A voice — Mayor next time). 
Yes ho wouki run for m.iyor if the posi- 
tion had a sahiry iittachod to it. Was 
glad that new blood had been introduced 
and that some of tlio now men wore in 
favor of reducing the water rates. Was 
sorry his old friend Boyd had been de- 
feated and left out.' Three ..cheers', wero 
given for Shakespeare. 

Coun. Kinsiinan did not think it an easy 
matter to face such an audioneo and at- 
tempt to speak. He would wcnk for the 
bct't intcreets of tho people. After thank- 
ing those who had voted for him and al- 
so those who had not he retired. 

Ooun. Smith was grateful to tho elec- 
tors of James Bay Ward for placing him 
at the head of tho poll. 

Coun. McLean would do liis best in tho 
future as he had done in the past. 

In response to loud cries Mr. A. Wil- 
son came forward and returned tliank.s to 
his friends for polling 102 votes for him. 
He was defeated; yet lie had not so con- 
sidered it. His object had been so ac- 
accomplished, the ring in the Council was 
broken up. lie exhorted tho electors to 
watch the now Council closely and see to 
it that they did their duty. The city 
landing question was then overhauled at 
considerable length, together with other 
matters. Ilo ascribed his defeat to tho 
"tail end of the mandamus case;" but in 
spite of that he had polled a good vote 
without asking any man for one. 

Thanks to Mr. Returning Officer Bull 
were accorded him in the shape of tlireo 
hearty cheers for the admirable manner 
in which the election had been conducted 
throughout. Throo cheers wero also 
given for tho Town Clerk, Mr. Leigh, and 
tho large giithoring seperated.

CnicAno, Jan. 8.— The Tiinex' Ottawa 
special says rumors are current among 
the opposition p.irty of a now syndicate 
being formed, otrering to undertake the 
construction of tho Pacific railroad on 
much more favontblo terms than tho pre- 
sent bargain.

The schooner Gen. Harney brought 
over a fidl cargo of hay, oats and hogs 
from Whidby Island on Mondaj-. Twenty 
per cent, duty ad ritlorein was paid into 
tho customs on the hay, and 31] cents per 
cwt. on the oats, to s-iy nothing of the 
heavy duty on tlie live hogs. In this way 
the enormous per capita customs duties 
received here and transmitted to Ottawa 
are rolled up. What are our Island far- 
mers about that such a loss, first in cash 
paid to American farmers for produce, 
and then in duty sent to Ottawa, should 
be perpetii.ated I True, much of this kind 
of leakage has been stopped of late ; but 
why is it not discontinued altogother ? A 
little extra labor, a littlo more land culti- 
vated, a little more energy on the part of 
tho Peninsula and East Co.ast farmors, 
and tho thing would bo accomplished. It 
would surely, bo much better to have a 
surplus of produce that ' can be easily 
raised than not to supply tho requirements 
of this city. A good market exists on the 
railway works at Y''ale, and with through 
sommunicution, which will soon bo a fait 
accompli, it would p.ay Island farmers to 
send it there. This winter and next 
spring and summor ouglit to see the last 
of American importations of farm pro- 
duce. ■ -■
